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Augusta, Ga., March 23 —Twenty 


blocks in the residence section 
of 


Augusta in charred ruins, the bared 
walls of six business 
blocks bear 


testimony today of Augusta's most 
serious fire disaster of recent years. 
Upwards of 700 
houses were 
de- 


stroyed and at least 3,000 persons 
are homeless. 
The fire which raged 


for more than nine hours last night, 
causing a loss 
estimated 
at 
from 


$5,000,000 
to 
$7,000,000, 
was 


brought to a halt early today after 
it had crossed Green street. 


An area of about one 
and 
one- 


fourth square miles was ravaged by 
the flames which were driven by a 
heavy gale. 
The Augusta 
firemen 


were powerless and fire 
apparatus 
was sent from 
Columbia, 
Charles- 


ton, Atlanta, Macon, Savannah 
and 


Waynesboro. 
The wind subsided just after one 


o'clock and it was not 
until then 


that the firemen could gam in their 
fight. 
Leading citizens of Augusta early 


today began to lay relief plans. The 
city council was called to consider 
necessary action and a general mass 
meeting of citizens was called. 


Three companies of the National 


Guard of Georgia 
were ' patrolling 


the streets during the entire night 
and a strict watch was kept today on 
the devastated district. 
No reports 


of looting have been received by of- 
ficers. 
There were many narrow escapes, 


but no one was seriously injured. 
Several firemen have been sent to 
the hospital suffering from 
burns 


and bruises. 


Officials of the 
fire 
department 


today began an investigation into 
the cause of the fire, but as yet no 
explanation has been offered. 


In the flame-swept area were the 


city's largest offices 
and 
business 


buildings on the north side of Broad 
street; warehouses on historic "Cot- 
ton Row", containing thousands of 
bales of cotton, and some six hun- 
dred homes, many of them in 
the 
city's most exclusive residence sec- 
tion. 
Among other structures de- 


stroyed was St. Paul's 
Episcopal 


church, built 135 years ago. 
Loss early today was apportioned 


as 
follows: 
Business 
and 
office 


buildings and contests, $2,000,000; 
cotton warehouses and contents, $1,- 
500,000; residences and household 
goods, 11,000,000; 
various 
other 


structures, $500,000. 
Hotels and homes in the sections 


of the city not reached by the fire 
were thrown open to 
those 
whose 


residences were burned, and steps 
were being taken by local authori- 
ties to give relief to the 3,000 per- 
sons who had 
lost 
their 
homes. 


Warm weather saved them suffering 
last night, as it did several thous- 
and more who moved their belong- 
ings into the streets, fearing the 
flames might reach their houses. 


The area that was burned was 


chiefly on the north side of Broad 
street and between that street and 
the Savannah river, although sev- 
eral blocks on the 
south 
side of 


Broad street were burned. 
Just a* the fire was being gotten 


under control, another 
fire caused 


$12,000 loss in the southern part of 
the city, burning several houses and 
a grocery store. 
Chief among the structures

stroyed were the following:

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U. S. CAVALRYMEN IN VILLA HUNT HALT SOMEWHERE IN MEXICO

El Paso, March 23 —Private ad- 


vices leaching here today confirmed 
reports that General Luis Herrera 
had joined the Vilhstas at Chihua- 
hua and left little room tor 
doubt 


that Mexican affairs had i cached a 
point traught with far-reaching and 
perhaps serious consequences to this 
country. 


Not only was it accepted here as 


definite that Herrera had 
declared 


against both Carranza and the Unit- 
ed States, but it was asserted that 
with equal conticlence that Torreon 
is also in the hands of the Villa 
forces, and that all northern Mexico 
is seething 
with open 
rebellion 


against the de facto government. 


So grave was the situation regard- 


ed here that 
military 
authorities 


planned today taking steps to re- 
lieve all Mexicans in El Paso of any 
arms they might have concealed in 
their homes and entoroe what would 
be practical!* martial law in "Little 
Chihuahua," the heart of El Paso's 
Mexican section. 


All night long El Paso waited for 


the warning whistles which would 
tell that the expected outbreak had 
occurred. 
Three hundred soldiers 


with 
machine 
gun 
detachments 


waited under a'-ms for any emerg- 
ency and the police reseives, equip- 
ped with ritles, were also 
ready. 


Again and again rumors ran through 
the town that shooting had 
been 


heard in Juarez, but each time they 
proved baseless. 


It is expected that government of- 


ficials here have sent to Washington 
a recommendation couched 
in 
the 


strongest terms, urging that steps be 
taken to disarm all Mexicans along 
the border, taking the right of forci- 
ble entry and search if necessary. 
Up to the present time it is said that 
the Washington authorities opposed 
such a step on the ground that it 
would 
be misinterpreted by 
the 


Mexicans as discrimination against 
them and in violation of their rights. 
It is now insisted by the local au- 
thorities that the time has passed 
for any delicacy 
in handling the 


situation. 
It is pointed out that no 


American is permitted to enter Mex- 
ico armed and that there has been a 
far greater laxity on this side of the 
border than was desirable. 


The situation in Juarez 
remains 


mostly a subject of conjecture with 
such information as is 
obtainable 


bearing a decidedly sinister aspe'ct. 
It is known that a bitter feud exists 
between the mayor, Manuel Prieto, 
and the military commander, General 
Gabriel Gavira. 
Prieto is a staunch 


Carranza supporter, while Gavira is 
devoted to the interests of General 
Obregon, 
Carranza's 
minister 
of 


war, but who at the same 
time is 


known to be bitterly hostile to the 
first chief's program, especially as it 
relates to co-operation with Ameri- 
cans. 
Gavira's troops are divided be- 


tween 
Obregonists 
and Villistas. 


Whatever may happen in Juarez 
there is no supposition here that any 
attack would be made on El Paso 
from the other side of the river, but 
there is the greatest 
apprehension 


that an outbreak on one side would 
be followed by an outbreak on the 
other. There are about 35,000 Mex- 
icans in this city, out of a total pop- 
ulation of 71,000. The military and 
civil authorities have made vigorous 
efforts to forestall trouble by arrest- 
ing every Mexican who was suspected 
of inciting his 
fellow countrymen 


against Americans. 


Melchor Herrera, brother of Gen- 


eral Luis Herrera, was arrested last 
night as he crossed the international 
bridge after a conference with Gen- 
eral Gavira at Juarez. 


According to the police they have 


proof that a plot had actually been 
perfected by Herrera and his asso- 
ciates to start rioting on a large 
scale in El Paso. 
The precautions adopted by the 


military and civil authorities were 
not relaxed today. 
They were 
in 


part the result of General Funston's 
order that special steps should be 
taken a,t all points along the border 
to safeguard 
American lives and 


property in view of the disfaction 
of General Luis Herrera and other 
Carranza 
chieftains 
in 
northern 


Chihuahua. 


The belief of Americans who are 


familiar with Mexican affairs was 
that if the reported revolts in Chi-

Vacation 
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Washington, March 23—Secretary 


Lansing returning from a week's va- 
cation took personal charge of the 
Mexican situation so far as it con- 
cerns the state department. 


Confirmation of 
the report that 


the Carranza garrison of 2,000, un- 
der Luis Herrera, at Chihuahua, had 
revolted and joined Villa was still 
lacking today at the war department, 


although a dispatch to that effect 
was passed last night by the United 
States army censor at 
Columbtt*. 


The war department insisted that 
General 
Funston's 
message 
last 


night stated merely that "it is re- 
ported" that the revolt had occurred* 
ending that there was no confirma- 
tion. 


No new advices had reached thd 


department, officials said, and 
it 


was declared there was no indica- 
tion in any messages received since 
the American expedition started into 
Mexico that the troops had fired * 
shot or been fired upon.

Athens, Georgia, after an illness of

months.

will be held from the Morton home 
Friday and interment will be made 
at Athens. 


Rev. Julius W. Walden assumed 


the pastorate of the 'Second Pres- 
byterian church here, February 26, 
1888, and continued with the church 
until October 1, 1892. 
Since leav- 


ing Newark he has held pastorates 
in New Orleans, Athens, 
Ga. 
and 


Eutaw, Ala. 
He is survived by his 


widow and , four daughter, 
Mrs. 


Morton and Misses Emily, Carrie and 
Julia. 


Dr. Walden was born in Selma, 


Ala., and was educated at Washing- 
ton and Lee seminary, Lexington, 
Va. 
He was called from Newark to 


Britannia Street church, 
New Or- 


leans, La.; thence to Athens, Ga., as 
pa&tor of the College church there; 
then to the presidency of the normal 
school, Defunia Springs, 
Fla. 
In 


1911 he was pastor at Eutaw, Ala. 
His pastorate was four 
years of 


feasting on the strong meat of di- 
vine truth—years of brilliant Bible 
exposition 
and 
attraction 
to the 


study and belief of God's most Holy 
Word. 
It 
was 
a pastorate of 


strengthening the stakes rather than 
lengthening the cords. 


The following tributes are paid to 


Dr. Walden in an issue of a history 
of the Newark Second Presbyterian 
church. 


''Dr. Walden 
was a man who 


combined in proper ratio the quali- 
ties of theologian, minister and pas- 
tor. 
His sermons were doctrinal and 


yet appealed to all his hearers be- 
cause imbued with 
the 
spirit 
of 


Jesus Christ, whom he 
loved and 


served. 


"Dr. Walden was 
a southerner, 


and his education was that of broad 
character that becomes a thinker and 
not a phrasemaker. 


"His exposition of the gospels as 


well as the Epistles of St. Paul were 
profound and yet couched in terms 
that could be understood 


"At the sacred desk Dr. Walden 


was magnificent in the choice 
of 


words which were intended to carry 
the gr,eat message of salvation 
to 


waiting hearts. 


"His profundity was known 
to 


men of his congregation to whom 
he had expounded the Bible teach- 
ings and the Messianic 
prophecie: 


which have never been successfully 
refuted. 


"As a pastor, Dr. Walden 
was 


faithful, kindly and encouraging. 


"He carried with him the spirit 


of Him who said, 'Blessed are the 
pure in heart for they shall see God. 


"To the ill he was an illumina- 


tion; to the bereaved he was a com- 
fort; to the erring he was forgiving, 


"What more can a pastor do?"
